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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The new claims 20-38 will not be entered because they contain subject matter and additional method steps that 
were not presviously presented or considered by the Examiner in the previous Office Actions. The claims as newly amended are narrower 
in scope than the claims previously presented. For example, the claim 20 as currently amended now recites additional method steps such 
as "providing a liquid medium comprising a liquid sample comprising the macromolecule or the agglomerate to be concentrated and an 
interface layer, wherein the interface layer (a) is located at the surface of the liqued sample, fixes the macromolecule or the agglomerate 
and (c) has a small volume compared to the volume of the liquid sample", "formation of an insterstitial film constituting a foam or emulsion", 
and "resorbing the dispersion to reform interface layer by drainage of the insterstitial film consitituting the emulsion, wherein the 
macromolecule or the agglomerate is concentrated in the interface layer". 

These additional method steps were not previously presented in the claim 20, were not previously considered and were not searched by 
the Examiner. Further search and examination is required to determine patentability of the newly added claims. 
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
